The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  year 
‘1943  was  606,  305  boys  and  301  girls,  of  which  542  were  legiti..; 
mate  and  64  illegitimate,  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  t6- 
total  birth  being  10.56,  a higher  percentage  than  has  been 
perienced  for  some  years.  The  mean  percentage  for  the  years- 
1911 — 20  = lo.o,  1921 — 1930  = 8.0,  and  1931 — 1940  = 6%.  ,.;W

For  the  year  1941  it  was  6.0,  for  1942  it  was  5.7,  and  for  1943^

This  is  common  throughout  the  country  and  is  not  peculiar  lo 
this  County.  But  it  raises  an  important  administrative  problem' 
which  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Welfare  Authority  by 
the  issue  of  Circular  2866  Wales  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Healtlv 
on  the  importance  of  the  care  of  illegitimate  children:— 

It  is  clear  that  there  can  be  no  complete  solution  of  the 
problem,  since  every  child  needs  both  a father  and  mother

who  have  dealt  with  this  problem  should  be  invited  to  coKiperate,; 


It  IS  further  suggested  in  the  Circular  that  it  will  probably  "be 
desirable  to  arrange  for  a combination  of  areas,  and  in  this 
tTfTV]  Conferences  of  the  N. Wales  County  Councils 
Agencies  working  in  the  area  have  been  held, 
and  further  conference  are  to.  be  convened  in  the  near  future.' ' 


In  Merioneth  a temporary  start  has  been  made  in  1944  by  Ae 
occupation  of  a house  for  the  purpose  of  taking  in^tase^^'ol 
mothers  of  illegitimate  children.  This  is  of  course  onlyTe^ 

decision  of  the  other  counties  on  the  Ques- 
tion of  the  provision  of  larger  premises.  -

Laboratory  Service  ; , ' 

Two  laboratories  were  established  in  1939  as  a War  provisioif'\ 
by  the  Medical  Research  Council,  one  stationed  at  Aberystwyth  fi 
and  one  at  Conway,  both  of  which  serve  the  County.  They  have,' 
proved  a great  boon  and  it  is  devoutly  hoped  that  this  service  will  ^ 
be  continued  after  the  War.

Ambulance  facilities  : ‘ 

For  Infectious  cam.— The  Ambulance  provided  at  the’ tern* 
porary  Isolation  Hospital  at  Corwen  is  available  in  any  part  of^ 
the  County. 
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For  N on-inf eciious  cases. — The  two  hospitals  at  Blaenau 
Festiniog  and  Towyn  have  their  own  ambulances. 

Bala  and  Penllyn  districts  possess  an  ambulance  stationed  at 
Bala. 

Edeyrniou  Council  also,  which  is  stationed  at  Corwen. 

Deudraeth  Rural  Council,  in  conjunction  with  Portmadoc 
Council,  have  an  ambulance  which  is  stationed  at  Cooke’s 
Explosive  Works,  Penrhyndeudraeth. 

Dolgelley  Urban  and  Rural  Councils,  with  Barmouth  Urban 
Council,  have  obtained  an  ambulance  which  is  stationed  at 
Stokes’  Garage,  Dolgelley. 

Nursing  in  iUe  homes  : . 

This  in  Merioneth  is  carried  out  by  i8  District  Nursing  Asso- 
ciations who  employ  Queen’s  Nurses,  State  Registered  Nurses, 
and  “Village”  Nurses  and/or  independent  nurses,  every  one  of 
whom  is  a State  Registered  Midwife. 

All  the  local  District  Nursing  Associations  are  affiliated  to  the 
County  Nursing  Association. 

The  County  Council  has  delegated  its  duties  under  the  j\Ijd- 
wives  Act  1936  to  these  bodies,  and  a Relief  Midwife  is  provided. 
(In  1944  a second  Relief  Midwife  was  provided) . 

The  annual  grant  now  made  to  the  County  Nursing  Associa- 
tion for  these  services  is  £2,000. 

Other  grants  are  made  to  the  District  Nursing  Associations  for 
other  services  rendered  to  the  Council. 

The  non-medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  is  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Owen,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  H.V.  She  is  also  the  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor  and  County  Superintendent  of  general  nursing.

Ante  Natal  and  Post  Natal  Clinics  : 

In  spite  of  great  transport  difficulties  these  are  carried  on  re- 
gularly and  are  held  alternately  in  the  three  voluntary  hosf»itals 
of  the  County  once  every  six  weeks.  They  are  very  well 
attended. 

For  cases  from  Bala,  Penllyn  and  Edeymipn,  special  arrange? 
ments  are  made  after  consultation  with  the  County  Medical 
Officer.

A treatment  centre  has  been  established  at  the  Caernarvon-"'iS 
shire  and  Anglesey  Infirmary,  Bangor,  by  the  County  Councils  Y'l 
of  Anglesey,  Caernarvon  and  Merioneth  jointly. 


The  Centre  is  opened  for  male  patients  Tuesdays  2 to  5 p.ra:*,;^ 


and  for  female  patients  Friday,  2 to  5 p.m.

Patients  can  also  be  seen  at  any  ofiScial  centre  in  the  country',*^ 


Outfits  for  the  collection  of  specimens  can  be  obtained  free  of'' 
charge  by  any  medical  practitioner  in  the  County  on  application* 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Dolgelley. 


Specimens  should  be  sent  to  the  Pathologist,  The  ThompsonT>'* 
Yates  Laboratory,  The  University  Liverpool,  and  should  reach 
the  laboratory  on  a Thursday  in  any  week.  ' . 


Pathological  Work. — These  were  examined  at  the  Thompson  - 
Yates  Laboratory  for  Wasserman  test;  4 cases  from  the  treat- ^ 
ment  centre,  4 from  hospitals,  and  21  from  general  practitioners. 


At  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  3 cases  for  gonorrhoea  and  2 
for  Wasserman  reaction,  and  4 cases  from  the  Hospital  for 
Women,  Liverpool. 


During  1944  a whole  time  officer  was  appointed  for  this  work 
by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  County  Councils,  but  at  the  timely 
of  writing  details  of  the  allocation  of  this  Officer’s  duties  have.’  J;

' PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

The  two  Institutions  at  Dolgelley  and  Penrhyndeudraeth  are 
in  use^  as  Public  Assistance  Institutions.  Part  of  the  latter 
Institution  is  set  apart  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  mental 
defectives  over  16  years  of  age.

MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

A part  of  the  Institution  at  Penrhyndeudraeth  (Llys  Ednyfed);^^ 
has  been  set  aside  for  the  reception  of  certified  mental  defectives'^ 
of  low  grade  of  both  sexes  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

For  the  first  time  since  1911  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  has  been 
lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  being  40  per  1000  births 
for  Merioneth  and  49  England  and  Wales. 


The  Neo-natal  death  rate  is  18  per  1000  births,  and  the  rate 
for  children  dying  under  one  week  is  15  per  1000  births.  Stated 
in  another  way,  this  means  that  of  606  children  bom  in  Men 
eth  in  1943,  9 died  in  the  first  week  of  life,  2 died  aged  1 wee 
to  4 weeks  and  13  children  died  4 weeks  to  12  months,  making 
a total  of  24  children  who  died  under  12  months. 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  called  to  the  relatively 
high  MO-natal  death  rate,  that  is,  deaths  of  infants  m the  first 
four  weeks  of  life. 

Since  1911  infant  mortality  as  a whole  has  been  deceasing 
4-  oriiW  Tn  the  vears  1911 — 20  it  was  89  per  1000  births,  in 
ro  it  was  Min  1931-1940  it  was  60,  and  the  first  three 
y!a«  of  the  preset  decennium  it  is  59-  But  if  this  Want  de^h 
rate  is  further  analysed  into  the  neo-natal  rate,  and  the  rate  one 
to  12  months  we  find  that  the  death  rate  of  infants  one  month 
to  12  Zontlr^  Tows  a marked  decline.  In  the  first  decennium 

(jQji 2o\  it  was  54  per  looo  births,  in  the  years  1921  30  e 

Lte  wasTo,  in  1931^40  it  was  a6,  and  in  the  first  three  years  of 
the  present  decennium  it  was  22. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  neo-natal  death  rate  shows  no  decrea« 
beine  per  1000  births  for  the  first  decennium  (1911— 20),  34 
for  the  second  decennium,  34  for  the  third  decennium,  and  37 
for  the  first  three  years  of  the  present  iieriod.  /
